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RURAL SOCIOLOGY, 1936-1957 
A BRIEF HISTORY* 


The first issue of Rural Sociology— 
Volume 1, Number 1—was published in 
March, 1936. The publisher was the 
Rural Sociology Section of the Ameri- 
can Sociological Society, and the guar- 
antor was Louisiana State University, 
through the Louisiana State University 
Press. T. Lynn Smith, of Louisiana 
State University, was managing editor; 
and the Board of Editors consisted of 
Lowry Nelson (chairman), John H. 
Kolb, C. E. Lively, Dwight Sanderson, 
and Carle C. Zimmerman. 

Rural Sociology has always been the 
joint responsibility of the professional 
organization of rural sociologists and a 
sponsoring university. Its history is 
intimately intertwined wth the history 
of the Rural Sociological Society and 
its predecessor, the Rural Sociology 
Section of the American Sociological 
Society. The history of the journal 
may be summarized in four periods: 
(1) the prepublication period when de- 
cisions and plans were made; (2) the 
first five years (1936-40), at Louisiana 
State University; (3) the next eleven 
years (1941-51), under the sponsorship 
of North Carolina State College; and 
(4) the years at the University of Ken- 
tucky (1952-57), four of which fall in 
the 20-year period covered by this 
index. 


*This summary of the events leading up 
to the founding of Rural Sociology, and of 
its development during its first twenty 
years, is the work of the four persons who 
served as managing editor—T. Lynn Smith, 
C. Horace Hamilton, Selz C. Mayo, and 
A. Lee Coleman. The present statement 
was drafted by Coleman, using manuscripts 
supplied by Smith and Hamilton and rec- 
ords of the journal and the Rural Sociologi- 
cal Society. 


THE BACKGROUND YEARS 


Even before 1920, the emerging field 
of rural sociology had been given some 
attention in the programs of the Amer- 
ican Sociological Society. In 1921, a 
Section on Rural Sociology was organ- 
ized within the Society. This section 
charged extra dues and had regular 
business meetings and professional 
programs during—and as a part of— 
the annual meetings of the American 
Sociological Society. Although this ar- 
rangement was satisfactory at first, the 
parent society’s rule that no person 
could present more than one paper 
at an annual meeting later became a 
source of friction. The rural sociolo- 
gists felt that their section was semi- 
autonomous and that a member should 


be able to present a paper in one of the 
program sections of the parent society 
as well as participating in the program 


of the Rural Sociology Section. The 
officers of the American Sociological 
Society regarded the Rural Sociology 
Section as having the same status as 
any other program section and insisted 
that the same rules should apply to all 
sections. 

In the mid-1930’s, the American So- 
ciological Society had decided to estab- 
lish its own journal, the American So- 
ciological Review. This was also a time 
when the number of rural sociologists 
was increasing and there was a grow- 
ing concern about publication outlets 
that would help increase the stature of 
the rural sociologists as a professional 
group. At the 1935 business meeting 
of the Rural Sociology Section, in New 
York City, various alternatives were 
considered, including a request to the 
American Sociological Society that one 
or more issues of the new Review be 
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devoted to rural sociological materials. 
A committee was appointed “to assume 
the responsibility of discovering and 
creating channels by which the maxi- 
mum amount of space could be ob- 
tained for rural sociology articles in 
some standard publication.” The com- 
mittee met promptly and, on learning 
that Louisiana State University would 
underwrite the venture, unanimously 
agreed to undertake the publication of 
a quarterly journal. The first issue ap- 
peared almost simultaneously with the 
first issue of the American Sociological 
Review. 

At the 1935 business meeting, also, 
the Executive Committee of the Rural 
Sociology Section was instructed to ex- 
plore the possibility of forming an 
autonomous organization. At the 1936 


business meeting, the matter was again 
the major topic of discussion, the jour- 
nal having been successfully launched 
and having completed its first year of 


publication. At this meeting a special 
committee was appointed, “to seek 
ways and means for perfecting a more 
satisfactory organization of rural soci- 
ologists.” The majority report of the 
committee, given at the 1937 meeting, 
recommended endeavors to secure 
amendments to the constitution of the 
American Sociological Society that 
would provide the desired autonomy. 
A minority report, by one member of 
the committee, recommended immedi- 
ate formation of an independent socie- 
ty. After vigorous debate, the minor- 
ity report was adopted. The affairs of 
the Rural Sociology Section were 
brought to an end, and the group pro- 
ceeded to organize the Rural Sociolog- 
ical Society of America. From 1938 on, 
the Rural Sociological Society has ex- 
isted as an independent professional 
organization, affiliated with the Ameri- 
can Sociological Society, and Rural So- 
ciology has been the official journal of 
the society.

THE PERIOD AT LOUISIANA STATE 
UNIVERSITY 


In the first issue of the new journal, 
the Board of Editors published the fol- 
lowing statement of purpose and 
policy: 

“The purpose of the journal is to 
afford an additional medium of ex- 
pression for scholars in the field of 
Rural Sociology. The pages will not 
be confined exclusively to Rural So- 
ciologists as a professional group; 
articles are invited from workers in 
related fields of social science, from 
teachers, and from rural workers 
who may contribute to the sociology 
of rural life. Moreover, it will be 
the policy to solicit manuscripts 
from workers in foreign countries, 
although it is intended that all such 
papers shall deal with some phase of 
rural social life.” 


The editors also stated that the journal 
was not intended “to be the sole medi- 
um of expression for Rural Sociology” 
and that it “stands for no particular 
school of social thought.” These gen- 
eral policies have been followed 
throughout the life of the journal. 

The university served as guarantor 
of the journal but assumed no respon- 
sibility for the content. The Society 
was the publisher and copyright hold- 
er, and the Board of Editors acted for 
the Society. The Board determined 
policies and approved manuscripts. 
The managing editor was charged with 
handling correspondence and business 
matters, receiving and circulating man- 
uscripts, editing manuscripts, and look- 
ing after details of the physical form of 
the journal. This general plan of or- 
ganization has continued through the 
vears, except that each successive uni- 
versity sponsor has assumed somewhat 
less responsibility for the journal and 
the Society has assumed more. 

Three members of the Louisiana 
State University staff had a major part 
in the successful launching of the jour- 
nal and its stabilization during the 
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initial five years. Fred C. Frey, dean 
of the College of Arts and Sciences, a 
rural sociologist and an active member 
of the Rural Sociology Section, made 
the initial proposal and arrangements 
for university sponsorship, and other- 
wise helped get the journal estab- 
lished. Marcus M. Wilkerson, director 
of the Louisiana State University Press, 
helped in planning the format, deter- 
mining policies and procedures, and 
working out other details. T. Lynn 
Smith served as managing editor dur- 
ing the entire five years. 

The initially appointed Board of Ed- 
itors remained unchanged for the first 
three years, although Lowry Nelson’s 
title was changed from chairman to 
editor at the beginning of the second 
year. Beginning in 1938, when the con- 
stitution of the new Rural Sociological 
Society became effective, the member- 
ship elected one member of the Board 
per year, for a five-year term. The 


Board was charged with the selection 
of the editor and managing editor. 
This plan has continued. 

During these early years the policy 
of the Board was to emphasize three 


types of papers: (1) articles in which 
those actively engaged in rural socio- 
logical research could report the first 
fruits of the projects upon which they 
were working; (2) theoretical and his- 
torical contributions by those who had 
pioneered the development of rural so- 
ciolegical studies; and (3) papers by 
distinguished sociologists in other coun- 
tries who were invited to write about 
rural life in their homelands. The bulk 
of the papers published were in the 
first category. 

From the first, the journal carried 
brief “notes” as well as major articles. 
Three “departments” also appeared in 
the first issue and have been continued. 
These are Book Reviews, Bulletin Re- 
views, and News Notes and Announce- 
ments. The latter section has included 
the minutes of business meetings of 
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the Rural Sociological Society and oth- 
er official proceedings. 

During the years at Louisiana, the 
regular printing was 1,000 copies. The 
number of Society members and non- 
member subscribers gradually rose 
during the period. At the end of 1941, 
the number of Society members was 
367. 


THE YEARS AT NORTH CAROLINA 
STATE COLLEGE 


Louisiana State University had been 
generous in underwriting the journal’s 
costs in the first years, but after several 
extensions of time the University found 
it not feasible to continue. At the 1939 
annual meeting of the Rural Sociologi- 
cal Society, a committee was appointed 
to “prepare ways and means whereby 
the Society can assume full responsi- 
bility for the journal on January l, 
1941.” However, at the 1940 annual 
meeting, the Society voted to accept 
the offer of North Carolina State Col- 
lege to publish and serve as sponsor of 
the journal. The College agreed to 
supply a managing editor and the oth- 
er necessary personnel, office space and 
facilities, and a cash subsidy of $250 
annually, for a period of five years. 
Publication of the journal at North 
Carolina State College began with the 
March, 1941, issue. 

Carle C. Zimmerman and C. Horace 
Hamilton were selected by the Board 
of Editors to serve as editor and man- 
aging editor, respectively. In their first 
issue, the new editors announced plans 
for several changes: (1) editorial re- 
sponsibility was to be spread over a 
larger number of persons; (2) closer 
cooperation with the Catholic Rural 
Life Movement and particularly with 
Latin-American scholars was to be 
sought; (3) Spanish and French ab- 
stracts were to be published at the be- 
ginning of major articles, in addition 
to the English ones; and (4) the jour- 
nal was to be made more compact, 
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making possible more material. The 
statement also emphasized the inten- 
tion to publish articles which would 
represent “that proper combination of 
empirical fact and tested theory which 
makes for a really creative social sci- 
ence.” 

In furtherance of the first change 
listed, departmental editors were ap- 
pointed for Book Reviews, Bulletin Re- 
views, Research Notes, and News Notes 
and Announcements; in 1949, a new de- 
partment, “Applied Sociology Notes,” 
was established and an editor was ap- 
pointed. The second objective was im- 
plemented by the appointment of T. 
Lynn Smith as liaison editor for Latin- 
American Cooperation and the Rev- 
erend Edgar Schmiedeler as liaison edi- 
tor for North American Cooperation 
Maurice Rothberg served as liaison ed- 
itor for Australia, from 1943 through 
1946. The liaison editors were discon- 
tinued in 1947. Spanish translations of 
abstracts were used from 1942 through 
1947, with Olen E. Leonard and Nathan 
L. Whetten serving as translators. The 
French abstracts were never instituted. 
Beginning in 1942, when the State Col- 
lege Print Shop began printing the 
journal, a two-column format was 
adopted which made possible a sub- 
stantial increase in words per page. 

During the war years, 1942-45, the 
journal published regularly, despite 
shifts in personnel and other problems. 
The scientific quality of Rural Sociol- 
ogy during the period July, 1943-June, 
1946 was demonstrated by Hornell Hart 
and associates, who measured statisti- 
cally the extent to which various social 
science journals satisfied objective and 
scholarly criteria. Among twelve jour- 
nals studied, Rural Sociology ranked 
second only to the Journal of Abnor- 
mal and Social Psychology.’

Carle C. Zimmerman, who was 
named editor at the beginning of the 
North Carolina period, served only one 
year before being called into military 
service. Charles P. Loomis succeeded 
him. Serving first as acting editor, 
then as editor, Loomis continued 
through 1947. Howard W. Beers suc- 
ceeded him in 1948 and served through 
1951. C. Horace Hamilton was inti- 
mately associated with the journal 
throughout the eleven years. He served 
as managing editor until he was eiect- 
ed president of the Rural Sociological 
Society, in 1949. Selz C. Mayo, who 
had been serving as assistant manag- 
ing editor, was acting managing editor 
in 1950 and managing editor in 1951. 

During the eleven years at North 
Carolina, the membership of the Soci- 
ety increased from a little under 400 to 
about 500, and the nonmember sub- 
scribers doubled, reaching about 600. 
Although publication costs increased, 
cash receipts and expenditures approx- 
imately balanced for the period, so that 
it was possible to repay most of the 
cash subsidy which the College had ad- 
vanced. The College paid for most of 
the personnel and indirect costs. 

Two of the issues published in the 
North Carolina period were memorial 
issues, dedicated to rural sociology pio- 
neers, Charles J. Galpin and Dwight 
Sanderson. 

THE UNIVERSITY OF KENTUCKY PERIOD 

At the time the initial five-year com- 
mitment of North Carolina State Col- 
lege to sponsor the journal expired, at 
the end of 1945, the College did not ask 
to be relieved and the arrangement 
was continued indefinitely. In the late 
1940’s, there was some discussion of 
whether another institutional sponsor 
should be found, but, in the absence of 
compelling reasons for a change, no ac-

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tion was taken. However, in 1951, a 
canvass was made of other institutions 
concerning possible sponsorship. At 
the 1951 annual meeting, the offer of 
the University of Kentucky was ac- 
cepted. The first issue published from 
Kentucky was that of March, 1952. 

Like the previous sponsor, the Uni- 
versity agreed to supply the managing 
editor and other personnel, and office 
space, equipment, and some supplies. 
The, University did not agree to under- 
write any cash deficits, and the Society 
assumed this responsibility, to the ex- 
tent of $250 per year. 

Nathan L. Whetten was named edi- 
tor, and A. Lee Coleman was named 
managing editor. The same general 
format was continued, but narrower 
margins and a new type face substan- 
tially increased the number of words 
per page. The existing editorial poli- 


cies were maintained, as were also the 
established departments of the journal 


—Research Notes, Applied Sociology 
Notes, Book Reviews, Bulletin Re- 
views, and News Notes and Announce- 
ments. In 1954, the policy of appoint- 
ing editors for the Research and Ap- 
plied Sociology Notes sections was dis- 
continued, and thereafter these short 
papers were handled directly by the 
Board of Editors, in the same way as 
major articles. 

After two years, Nathan Whetten 
resigned as editor, on his election to 
the presidency of the Society. Harold 
Hoffsommer became his successor and 
served throughout the remainder of 
the Kentucky period. Lee Coleman 
was managing editor during the entire 
time. 

During the Kentucky period, the 
paid circulation of the journal in- 
creased to about 1,400, from 1,100 at 
the beginning. Most of the increase 
was in nonmember subscriptions, as 
the number of Society members re- 
mained between 500 and 600. A large 
part of the growth was in foreign sub- 
scribers, located in more than 50 coun- 


tries. During the first few years after 
the move to Kentucky, increased reve- 
nues and modest printing rates made it 
possible for the journal to pay a sub- 
stantial and increasing portion of its 
secretarial costs. Rising prices prevent- 
ed the realization of the hope that the 
journal would be able to assume all 
such expenses. The University contin- 
ued to supply the greater part of the 
personnel and to pay other indirect 
costs. 

In 1956, at the end of five years, the 
University of Kentucky stated its de- 
sire to pass on the sponsorship to an- 
other institution. When a canvass of 
the members did not produce another 
prospective sponsor, the University 
agreed to continue for another year. 
At the 1957 annual meeting, the Socie- 
ty accepted the offer of Cornell Uni- 
versity to assume the sponsorship. As 
this is written (summer, 1958), the 
1958 issues are appearing from Cornell, 
in a new format. 

Homer Hitt served as editor for the 
first 1958 issue, after which he resigned 
to become a college administrator. 
J. Allan Beegle replaced him as editor 
Robert A. Polson is managing editor, 
Charles E. Ramsey is associate man- 
aging editor, and the following are 
associate editors: C. Horace Hamilton, 
T. Lynn Smith, Eugene A. Wilkening, 
Neal Gross, and Charles P. Loomis. 
Departmental editors are Walter C. 
McKain, Jr., Louis J. Ducoff, and Mar- 
ion T. Loftin.
